At prices named, goods are carefully packed in moss or strow, well bail- 
«d or boxed and delivered to forwarders here, after which my responsibili- 
ty ceases, except for mistakes in filling, which must be reported within five 
days after receipt of goods, to admit adjustment. Be careful in unpacking 
to note everything, and immediately “heal in’’ in moist soil till planted, or 
plant at ence, never allow the roots todry, or failure will most likely result. 

It 7s always better to ship by Express, unless the amount of stock is 
large. If money is sent to prepay express or freight, I can save customers 
money by prepaying, as I get special rates. No prepayment is made unless 
money is sent.

Dear Sir: Your letter of the 7th inst. and the box of pears which you are 
growing as *‘Summer Beauty,’’ were duly received. I am not able to iden- 
tify this pear. I sent specimens to W. C. Barry of Rochester, N. Y. and to 
T. T. Lyon of South Haven, Michigan who consulted a number of promi- 
nent fruit growers concerning it at Chicago during the recent Horticultur- 
al Congress. None of them recognized it. Mr. Lyon reports that it reminds 
him somewhat of Jalousie de Fontenay Vennee, though he has not seen 
specimens of that variety for some years. It is possible, of course, that this 
is new, from the fact that your father found the original tree from which he 
cut grafts, in a garden in New Braunfels. It is, at any rate, a very fine pear 
and one that would sell well in the market. It will, perhaps, be as well for 
you to continue to propagate it under tne name ‘‘Summer Beauty. Should 
[ learn anything more in regard to it I will inform you and I trust that you 
will keep us posted as to its future fruitfulness and quality.

How to destroy the Fruit-Foes. 


Use Paris Green as Curculio Remedy; 1 pound Paris Green in 250 gal- 
lons water. Spray as soon as the blossoms have fallen, and repeat the oper- 
ation two or three times at intervals of ten days to two weeks. If the mix- 
ture is to be used upon peach trees, 1 pound quieklime should be added. 


Use Bordeaux Mixture as Black Rot Remedy for grapes; dissolve 6 
pounds of sulphate of copper (blue vitriol) in 16 gallons of seft water, and 
stake 4 pounds of fresh lime in 6 gallons of soft water; strain through a 
sieve and stir it into the copper sulphate. Never pour the copper sulphate 
upon the lime, as the result would be the formation of blaek oxide of cop- 
per, which is insoluble in water. Spray in spring when buds swell and 
keep on spraying every two or three weeks. 


Use Kerosene Emulsion as Cabbage-Worms and Aphis Remedy. 
Hard soap 4 pound, boiling water 1 gallon, kerosene 2 gallons: disselve the 
soap in the water, add the kerosene, and churn with a pump from 5 to 1?) 
minutes. Dilute 10 to 15 times before applying. For inseets which suck. 
cabbage worms and all insects which have soft bodies.

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RULES FOR PLANTING TREES. 


The following twenty rules are self evident to most tree planters, who 
for want of attention, break some of them, and reminders are therefore 
often useful: 


1. A valuable sort is worth more than merely a handsome tree. 

2. Good, healthy, bracing roots are of more importance than a symme- 
trical top. 

3. The roots should be long and strong enough, and the top made light 
enough, to obviate any shaking. 

4. If the roots of a tree are frozen, and then thawed out of the ground or 
in contact with the air, the tree will be killed. 


5. If frozen roots are thawed in compactly pressed mellow earth, the 
tree may be made to live. 


6. Manure should never be placed in contact with the roots when setting 
out a tree, but used for a mulch on top dressing. s 


7. Trees should always be set about as deep as they stood in the nurse- 
ry, or two or three inches deeper, to allow for the settting of the earth. 

8. Spread out the roots nearly equally on all sides, so as to brace the 
tree well. 


9. Avoid particularly any small cavity next to the roots, but fill com- 
pactly against them on all sides with fine, mellow earth. 

10. A small thrifty tree with copious roots when set out will be a good 
bearing tree sooner than a large one with mutilated roots. 

11. Watering in dry weather crusts the surface and does not reach the 
roots. 

12. Young trees should not be set in a grass lot or among any crops of 
sowed grain; but the whole surface kept clean and mellow. 

15. Shrivelled trees, before planting, may be made plump by covering 
for several days, compactly, with moist, mellow earth. 

14. If newly set ones suffer from drouth mulch the ground about them, 
and frequently sprinkle or shower the stems and branches. 

15. The roots extend as far from the tree as its entire height; clean and 
mellow cultivation should therefore cover a circle twice as wide as its 
height. ; 

16. As a general rule cultivation should be continued for six, cight or 
ten years from planting, after which closely grazed or lawn-mowed grass 
may be permitted with frequent top-dressing. 

17. The amount of manuring or top-dressing must vary with the vigor 
of the tree; young trees should grow two or three feet yearly, and bearing 
ones one foot or more. 

18. Keep an eye to the future shape of the tree, and timely remove 
small, needless, crossing or crooked limbs. This will obviate heavy prun- 
ing in after year, 

19. Pruning when dormant tends to impart vigor, but when done when 
growing or in leaf it checks growth, and therefore feeble trees should nev- 
er be pruned after growth commences in the spring. But healthy strong 
growers may be lightly pruned at either season. 

20. Most of the ‘‘bad luck’? with young trees and orchards is the result 
of neglecting the preceding rules.
